Washington.—AVord has readied here through unofficial chan- 


nels of a movement under way in Europe to bring about a new 
four-p<nver treaty whereby Great Britain, France. Italy and 
Garmany should agree to guarantee each other's territory against 
"unprovoked aggression" by any other power. 


This plan .'which curiously enough owes its inspiration to French 


, diplomacy, seeks a way to1 remove the bugbear of a possible in- 
vasion by Germany Avhich/has been held forth as .iustifiation for 
the continued existence of large standing armies on the continent 
of Europe. Broadly speaking the French liberals who are back 
of the plan believe the time lias come to bring Germany into a com- 
bination with tiie other powers which will tranquilize Europe and 
aid its economic recuperation. 


In one sense, the .plan recognizes 


the unwisdom of the ' enforcement 
clauses of the Versailles treaty with 
its recurring penalties of occupation 
of German territory in the event of, 
German , failure to pay indemnities. 
The idea now is to obtain some unani- 


- mity of opinion among the larger pow- 


ers of Europe so that the reparation 
burden may be more equably adjusted 
and so that Germany herself 
will 


adopt a new spirit toward her obliga- 
tions under the-Versailles pact. 


U. S. NOT A PARTY

VOID 


The decision o£ the 'United States su- 


preme court that state laws prohibiting 
courts from granting injunctions in labor 
disputes are void is wholesome and funda- 
mental. 
The tribunal distinctly holds 


that efforts to deprive establishments of 
business, to inflict loss on them, or to at- 
tack their reputations, constitute unlaw- 
ful conspiracy. 


In organized labor there is a strong aud 


growing force that favors federal laws 
arid supervision for unionism. This and 
"similar judicial decisions in 
diffci'ent 


courts indicate that the solution of- the ca- 
pital-labor problem lies in governmental 
regulation. 


There are large groups of employes, 


such as clerks and common laborers, that, 
for economic reasons, cannot organize. 
The time will come soon when they will 
demand federaFlegislatiou.

RELIEF 


Inasmuch as there is much want in dif- 


ferent parts of the United States at the 
.present time some objection may be raised 
to the passage by the house aud senate of 
Uhejbjll apj>ropriatuig-$2d;000,dOO for 
relief'to, the sta-rving"*Kussians. 
As far 


as need'in the United States is concerned', 
the people would regard an appropriji- 
tion to amerliorate it as humiliating. Pitrr 
thermore. it is and must be assumed that 
each locality in this country is competent 
to deal, with .whatever situation may ex- 
'ist. .The primary justification of contrib- 
uting $20.000,000 to relief in Russia is 
the a«uteness of the misery existing in 
that stricken lantL and its utter inability 
to help itself. 
No other nation has suf- 


ficient money or supplies to" render effec- 
tive help, and we have both. 


There is another justification, almost 


equally as'compelling. This is that the 
eighty-five per cent of the population 
anxious to secure democratic -government 
will be so inspired by'friendship of the 
United States that it will consider our sys- 
tern in an even more favorable light. Rus- 
sia will feel impelled to take as an exam- 
'ple the govermnen't which is capable of 
the greatest magnanimity. 
„ If it was prudent and patriotic to fight 
in Europe for liberty and justice, how 
much more sagacious it is to take precau- 
tions against a revolution which might 
now unsettle all of central and southern 
Europe, and at the same time cooperate 
in -the establishment of representative 
government in Russia. 


' THE NEW SILVER DOLLAR

The ne«- dollar is being 
distributed, and Director of the ]Mint 
Baker expects to have 150.000,000 of 
them in circulation in a short time. This 
week's i-ssuc is nearly 1,000-000. 


The coin is oAhe cameo type with the 


design in relief. 
A distinctive feature 


will be the representation of the dawning 
sun of pracc blazing above a mountain 
top, and the eagle holding in its talons a 
broken sword, signifying the Anns con- 
ference, and the olive branch of peace, 


. It 5s one of the most appropriate coins 
ever minted by the government. 


The silver dollar is only a convenient 


coin nowadays. Jt has but very little util- 
ity, because it is too cumbersome to car- 
ry in the pocket. The possesiror prefers 


to exchange it for the silver certificate, se- 
cured by silver ou deposit iu the trcusury 
department. 


Paper money has taken the place.of sil- 


ver in coins in excess of fifty cents. It is 
not much, of au exaggeration to say that 
the silver dollar is miutccl and circulated 
principally for the psychological effect of 
demonstrating the security of the paper 
dollar.

THE ATTACK OK INFANTILE PARALYSIS 
No harm is done, tho I am not sure any good can 


be done by the frequent rinsing of the mouth and 
throat (gargling) with a solution of as much boric 
acid as. boiled water will -dissolve, several times a 
day, when infantile paralywis is enldcmic in 
the 


community, especially persons caring for, or who 
may have come into contact with one ill of the d 
case. 
No other known antiseptic is better than 


boric acid for the purpose. 


I have told how easily the feverish stage of in 


fantile paralysis may be mistaken for "tonsillitis" 
or "grippe," or "just a cold." In any event, the 
child is well treated with prolonged warm packs, if 
the mother knows how to give a "hot" pack." or a 
prolonged warm bath or baths. This is good for the 
feverishness, good for,the restlessness and tender- 
ness if any, and good for the inflammation in the 
spinal cord if the illness happens to be poliomyelitis. 


A great many parents saddened by a visitation of 


this, cruel disease to a child and anxious to procure 
the best treatment, have asked me whether plaster 
casts should be applied to the paralyzed limbs. As a 
.general rule, they'should. When the doctor puts 
the limb temporarily in such a dressing he is giv- 
ing the most perfect rest to the muscles and nerves 
and that is by all means the best thing that .can be 
done at this stage of the disease. - 


Thfe general treatment of .the feverish stage of 


infantile paralysis cannot T>e set down arbitrarily. 
It must be determined by the circumstances. 
The 


physician must employ remedies "to meet varying 
individual conditions. 
And the intelligent use of 


drugs is of great value, altho no particular drug 
can be considered in any way specific against th;s 
disease or any other. Nor for that matter is any 
known human agency, remedy or power toy be con- 
sidered specific against any known disease^or fault. 
Nature, spelled with a capital N. is in this war, 
against disease, all right, but tho I recognize nature 
as a blind, treacherous, cruel, yet .powerful healer, 
I feel sure the old charlatan is not tied to any 
"school." "system." or scheme of healing. Nature 
effecls the cure, we say, in^ a kind of bombastically 
modest way. Sure he does. And he effects his share 
of needless killings, too. A treacherous ally, nature, 
needs constant watching by an intelligent physician. 
Cures croup in 100 per cent of cases, but 
how 


roughly. Xearly chokes the breath out of the child 
effecting the cure. Doctor gives a little medicine 
an3 'relieves -the attack "without the rough work"; 
Give nature 'a chance, always—but don't trust the 
old murderer too far. 


If some day we are visited with a strange disease 


which the medical, scientists find involving the heel 
and toe tho the virus enters thru the eye and lodges 
in the fingers, the liver, and the semicolon, why, I 
suppose a lot of simple people will call in a. shoe 
store foot "specialist" to treat the disease with a 
patent leather arch support, bay. That'would be as 
logical as some of the majtreatment that is inflicted 
on children stricken with infantile paralysis. 


Tne patient should be k'cpt in bed at least 10 days 


after the fever has gone, in infantile paralysis, tho 
child seems to improve with surprising rapidity and 
begs to get up and play.

that if we only learn to use it perfect- 
ly we can Jill thrqw away our glasses. 
Myopia, hypermetropia and astigma- 
tism arc all defects caxjsqd- by eye- 
.strain, it says, and not by diseased or 
imperfect visual organs. 
They 
are 


therefore curable by proper methods 
of relaxation, whereas the old ophthal- 
mology held that they were incurable, 
being caused by imperfect apparatus, 
defective from birth". 


According to Dr. AVilliam II. Bates, 


the, father of the new ophthalmology, 
who Ijas examined and treated the 
eyes of" hundreds of thousands of pa- 
tients at his clinic at the Harlem~Hos- 
piatl here in New York, seeing as a 


performance, and with perfect 


vision there is not the le.ast effort. It 
is only when we strain to see at dis- 
tance that wo become myopic or near- 
sighted, and when we 'strain to see at 
doge quarters that we become hyper- 
metropic or far-sigU'.Cd. IfAye would 
only relax the eyes and not put forth 
such tremendous effort, 
we- -would 


find our vision greatly impioved. 


.But how to relax the eyes? Dr. Bates 


prescribes "remembering 
black" 
as 


one of the mobt efficacious methods. 
Close your eyes, put the palms of your 
hands across them, being careful to 
exert no pressure on the eyeballs, and 
remember black. Think of the black- 
est thing you know—a man's silk hat, 
a totally black cat or a black Velour 
curtain. 
This sounds easy,{ but as a 


matter of fact it is quite the opposite. 
Few people can imagine 
perfectly 


without mental strain; if they could 
th'ey would not have defective vision. 
For one of the strange discoveries of 
the new ophthalmology is that if you 
can remember perfectly, or imagine 
perfectly, you can see perfectly.'^ 


REMEMBER BLACK 


Some people must practice 
for a 


long time before.-they can- remember 
black without at the same time think- 
ing of other colors, and it is almost 
impossible to hold the image of any 
one black object on the mind for more 
.than a^couple of seconds. It isjthere- 
fore best not' to dwell upon one ob- 
ject but to skip from one black article 
lo 
another—shoes, 
coat, 
umbrella, 


muffler, cat, curtain, etc. 


"When you can remember black per- 


fectly with your eyes closed, you must 
learn to do so with your eyes open. 
You may next be asked to remember 
the whiteness of snow with the sun 
shining" on it, after which" you are to 
look at a card of equal whiteness in 
order to see a very smaty-and very 
black "o" or perhaps merely a period. 
\Vhcn you-look at the teat card again 
you will doubtless be surprised to find 
that you can read the bottom line, 
which formerly was only a blur. " t 
- It is simply a matter of relaxation. 
The boy who was stunned by light- 
ning had the process done for him. Dr. 
Bates does not know the boy and he 
is unable to form any dcfinite'opinion 
without having a complete history of 
the'case, but it is possible, he thinks, 
that the lightning stroke and the boy's 
subsequent unconsciousness 
brought 


about a relaxed condition of the eyes 
which relieved them of thoir habitual 
strain and produced normal vision as 
if by a. miracle. 


Dr. Bates has written a book on the 


correction of imperfect vision without 
gausses in which he describes many 
patients who were able to discard 
their glasses in periods ranging from 
hours to weeks. Some felt immediate

• -Dr. Bates examines on an average 
of 30,000 pairs" of eyes a year'at" the 
New York Eye and Ear Infirmary and 
other institutions.' "In this work." 
he says, "I noticed "many cases in 
which errors of refraction either re- 
covered 
spontaneously 
or 
changed 


their form and I'was unable either to 
ignore them or to satisfy myself with 
the orthodox explanations. In course 
of time I discovered that myopia and 
hypermetropia like astigmatism could 
be produced'at will: that myopia was 
not as we have long believed associat- 
ed with the use of the eyes at the 
near point but with a certad[bx g-(0 
near point but with a strain to see dis- 
tant objects strain at the near-point 
being-associated with hypermetropia:

that the shape of the 
eyeball

trolled the bight. A normal eye was 
supposed to remain normal whereas it 
is constantly being demonstrated lhat 
normal vision is often impaired. 


"In the thirty years I have devoted 


to the study of.refraction,\' Dr. Bates 
declares^ "I have' found few people 
who could maintain perfect sight for 
more than a. few minutes at a time 
even in th'e most favorable conditions. 
Similarly, I have found no eyes with 
continuous or unchanging errors of 
refraction, all persons with errors of 
refraction having a't frequent intervals 
during-the day and night moments of 
normal vision, wtien their myopia, hy: 
permetropia or astigmatism wholly dis- 
appears. The form, of the error also 
changes, myopia even changing into 
hypermetropia and one form of astig- 
matism into another." 


This new ophthalmic theory no\v 


forms vthp basis of the work of a num- 
ber of "prominent eye specialists, and 
at least one Xew York hospital has a 
gymnasium .for the eyes. Instead of 
being handed crutches in the form of 
gfasses. the patients ot'this hospital 
are given a course in eye muscle de- 
velopment and relaxation, ~just as In- 
dian clubs and dumb-bells are given 
to people in need of greater chest ex- 
pansion.

A small cod weighing four pounds 


is delicious stuffed and baked. An 
oyster stuffing1 adds much to the dish, 
but makes it much more expensive. 
A p.lam cracker stuffing- is better with 
fish than a bread stuffing. 


Clean fish, sprinkle with salt, pepper 


and lemon juice inside and out. stuff 
and sew. Cut gashes on each side of 
the backbone in a. dove-tail fashion. 
Put narrow strips of salt pork in each 
gash. 


If a fish sheet is not available use 


a piece of cotton cloth -well greased. 
Put tho fish on this and put the whole 
thing into a. dripping pan. Dredge with 
flour, bake an hour in a hot oven, 
basting frequently with hot water.
